Ap though to 
even the score somewhat, the 
French in spirited counter-attacks 
northwest of Verdun recaptured 
from the Germans trenches on the 
southern outskirts of the village of 
Cumleres, which the Germans had 
occupied in the late fighfing, and al- 
so stopped with their artillery sev- 
eral attempts of the Germans to de- 
bouch from their village.

of the war. 


NOT RIPE FOR PEACE. 


Sir Edward Grey, in replying, 
pointed out that his interview con- 
tained no new declarations. He had 
no pre speech or statement to 
make, but he sald if he thought the 
German government or German 
opinion had reached the point where 
the allied governments could bring a 
peace compatible with their desires 
nearer by making speeches about 
peace he would make dozens of 
them. But, the Foreign Minister 
added, the time has not yet arrived, | 
and the allies were bound by com- 
mon obligations not to put forward 
any terms of peace except by mutual 
agreement. 

Mr. Ponsonby attacked the gov- 
ernment’s diplomacy. He said the 
peace of Europe would depend on 
the capacity of statesmen for sur- 
veying the great problems in a 
broad ‘spirit. The insularity which 
had characterized British diplomacy 
in the past constituted the real dan- 
ger. The government must recognize 
that the war had reached a deadlock 
and at the same time the superior 
position of Great Britain also must 
be recognized. The latter was due 
to the spirit and valor of the people 
and not to statesmen. 

The speaker said he hoped the 
statesmen were not going to imperil 
the situation by delay and inapti- 
tude. Nothing had helped Germany 
more than the extreme jingo utter- 
ances of respongible statesmen. They 
enabled Prussianism to keep Ger- 
many together. Mr. Ponsonby said 
recriminations must cease. He con- 
sidered it wanting in respect to the 
British people for the ministers to 
disregard Parliament and adopt the 
American press as a platform. 

GERMANY’S ATTITUDE. 


The war never would end, Mr. 
Ponsonby continued, if Great Britain 
waited until Sir Edward and Dr. 
Von Bethmann-Hollweg (the Ger- 
man Imperial Chancellor) agreed 
as to who was responsible for it. 
Had Germany refused to restore 
Belgium, evacuate France and Ser- 
bia and form an independent 
Poland; had she refused te 
to form an international council to 
maintain European peace, Mr. Pon- 
sonby asked. It she had refused 
these things the country ought to 
be told. 

Sir Edward Grey in the course of 
his speech characterized Chancellor 
Von Bethmann-Holiwer’s ‘recent 
statement that Great Britain was 
prepared to go to war over Bosnia 
as a “first-class lie.”

Fresh Bavarian divisions 
which had been brought up for ac- 
tion at Le Mort Homme were quick- 
ly transferred across the river and 
to them assigned the task. | 
FRENCH HAD ONLY GRENADES, 


Not since the battles of the Anzac 
region at Gallipoli has there been 
such a struggle. The French, who 
had crept down from the plateau 
above the day before, held the fort 
only with grenades, Their rifles 
they had left behind. 

The day was sweltering hot.

~~After the amicable settlement to- 
day by the general assembly of *he 
Presbyterian Church in the United 
States of the New York Presbytery 
controversy, it was stated by leading 
commissioners tonight that a con- 
test is expected on the floor of the 
convention tomorrow under the 
question of what control the assem- 
bly shall have over seminaries. 
Under the compact of 1870, the as- 
sembly was given supreme authority 
in the ratification of faculty mem- 
bers in all Presbyterian seminaries, 
but this action was rescinded by the 
Rochester convention last year. 

In an overture submitted tonight, 
Lane Seminary of Cincinnati, de- 
mands that the Rochester action be 


reversed d the 1870 compact re- 
sumed. e treatment of this ques- 
jtion, it was said, would vitally af- 


mbly’s action on the 

— ihst Union Theological 
Seminary, which urged the institu- 
tion of a friendly suit to determine 
whether Union’s administration of 
is justifiable. The com- 
mittee on bills and overtures an- 
nounced it would make a report on 
both of these matters at tomorrow’s 
sessions. Auburn Theological Sem- 
inary, of Auburn, N. Y., has joined 
with Union to defeat the proposal 
offered by Lane and a bitter fight 
is expected. 

RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. 

A campaign of religious educa- 
tion in the home as a remedy for 
the divorce evil was recommended 
by the Board of Education in its 
report today. Other recommenda- 
tions include first-hand instruction 
“instead of voluminous notes and 
moralisms” for the Sunday-school: 
one afternoon a week for religious 
instruction in the pub) schools 
under the direction ‘of the churches 
of the particular communities and 
a summer school where daily in- 
struction might be given for three 
weeks. The report was adopted. 

The assembly adopted without de- 
bate a report from the committee 
on bills and overtures warning the 
and all other presby- 
teries, that the tenets of the church 
must be accepted by candidates for 
the ministry before they should be 
ordained. This action, it is de- 
lieved, ends further discussion in 
the present assembly, of the alleged 
heresy question in which the New 
York presbytery and Union Theo- 
logical Seminary are involved. 

The committee has before it more 
than two dozen overtures from 
presbyteries m many parts of the 
country .dealing with the heresy 
controversy. The one which at- 
tracted the most consideration was 
which serious consideration was 
given by the committee was that 
from Cincinnatt presbytery, 
which proposed that the New York 
presbytery be expelled because it 
licensed three young men who are 
—＋ to hold views at variance 

the doctrines of the church. 
TEXT OF REPORT. 


The text of the report was as fol- 
lows: 


“Whereas, the records of the 
presbytery of New York show that 
on April 10, 1916, the presbytery li- 
censed three candidates for the min- 
istry who neither affirmed nor de- 
nied the doctrine of the virgin birth, 
on the following rec endation: 

“Noting that these candidates 
recognize critical difficulties in con- 
nection with the doctrine of the vir- 
birth, but at the same time state 
that their faith in this doctrine is of 
gro character and that they 
unqualifiedly declare their faith in 
the pre-existence and deity of our 
Lord and all the redemptive truth 
that is embodied in His life, teach- 
ing and His sacrificial death. 
“Whereas, it is admitted that by 
the constitution of the church, each 
presbytery is the judge of quglifica- 
tions of candidates for the ministry, 
but such presbytery in licensing 
these candidates should strictly ob- 
serve the declarations of the con- 
fession of faith in doctrinal matters. 
“The general assembly calls the 


l,j attention of the presbytefies to the 


deliverance of the general assembly 
of 1910, which is as follows: 
1.) It is an essential doctrine 


C.jof the word of God and our stand- 


ards that the Holy Spirit did so in- 
epire, guide and move the writers 
of Holy Scripture as to keep them 
from error, 

“(2.) It is an essential doctrine 
of the word of God and of our stand- 
ards that our Lord Jesus Christ was 
born of the Virgin Mary. 

“(3.) It is an essential doctrine 

of the word of God and of our stand- 
ards that Christ offered up Himself 
a sacrifice to satisfy divine justice 
and thus reconcile us to God. 
“(4.) It is an essential doctrine 
of the word of God and of our stand- 
ards concerning our Lord ‘Jesus 
Christ that on the third day He 
arose from the dead with the same 
body with which He suffered and 
with which also He ascended into 
heaven and there sitteth at the 
right hand of His father, making 
intercession. | ‘ 

6.) It is an essential doctrine 
of the word of God as the supreme 
standard of our faith that our Lord 
Jesus showed His power and love 
by working mighty miracles. 

“This working was not contrary 
to nature, but superior to it. 

“Presbyteries are hereby enjoined 
not to license or ordain any candi- 
date for the ministry whose views 
are not in accordance with this de- 
liverance of 1910. 

“Th general assembly renews 
its positive mandate with full ex- 
pectation of loyal compliance by all 
our presbyteries, and directs that 
when a candidate appears who is 
found to be not clear and positive 
on any one of the fundamentals of 
our faith that his license be de- 
ferred until such time as in the 
judgment of the presbytery he has 
become so.”

MITCHEL’S TESTIMONY. 
In his testimony before 
Thompson committee, Mayor
